When Waiter Besant, later Sir Wal- 


ter aticl no"w dieail, full of years and 
honors, bad finished his novel, "All 
Sorts and. Conditions of Men," he 
vrrote beneath the .title, as though by 
way of iiftertbousbt or even apology, 
"An Impossible Story," says tbe Xew 
Tork Journal. 
The story itself is 


sne of pure altruism, tbe history of tUo 
jfe's worJc of two'-young people ro- 
mantically 
rich, 
fabulously 
clever, 


miraculously philanthropic, vrbo left 
their gay life in west end drawing 
rooms and -went over to tbe east eml, 
there to devote themselves to lightening 
the lot of the overworked, underfed, 
il! clothed, uneducated ami very vulgar 
rabble. 


They planned and built a grc.it "Pai- 


ice of Delight," with concert balls aucl 
orchestras to fill tbem-v,-itli the elevat- 
ing strains of music; libraries crowded 
tvith books ready to talk to the poorest 
men of the great tilings in tiie world of 
fact and of imagination; galleries from 
the walls of which rich canvases look- 
ed down-to open to the beauties of art 
eyes that for a lifetime had seen noth- 
ing but London's sooty sky and the 
east end's grime and filth.

"An impossible story" the novelist 


called.it.on tbe, title page, but like a 
good, sensible man saved himself in his 
preface.

And the consciousBcss of its vast ex- 
pansion and collective force fills the 
mind of American citizens as nothing 
can do to this degree in the nations of 
western Europe. 


Vast expansion, collective force, Su- 


! exhaustible enrtLT — these are the im- 
i pressions forced oa the visitor, beyond 
| all that he conld have conceived or had 
expected'to find. 


No competent observer can ., doubt 


that in wealth, manufactures, material 
progress'of all kinds, the United States 
in a very few years must bo!d tbe first 
place- In tbe. world without dispute. 
The natural resources Of their cbnutry 
esceed those of all Europe put togeth- 
er, .their energy exceeds tiint of the 
British, their intelligence is hardly 
second to that of Germany and France, 
and their social and political system ia 
more favorable to material develop- 
ment than, any other society ever de- 
vised by man. 


Of course for the American citizen 


and the thouelitful visitor the real 
problem is whether this vast prosperi- 
ty, this boundless future of theirs, rests 
upon an equal expansion in the social, 
intellectual and moral sphere. They 
would be bold critics who should main- 
tain it, and few thinking men in tbe 
United States do so without qualifica- 
tions and misgivings. 


The whole educationa.1 machinery 


(must be at least tenfold that of tbe 


United Kingdom. 


This ingrained sense of the absolute 


equality.of all white citizens reacts on 
ail things. Men who manage affairs 
of state 5n their shirt sleeves are too 


! apt to take a rough and ready view of 


life and of that -which is becoming and 
right. As Mr. Bryce has so well said, 
tbe sense of noblesse obiige: •svjiich still 
survives in Europe as a force con- 
straining men in high office or in great 
social position, has hardly any equiva- 
lent, ia American life.
